	 •	 Do NOT overload collection containers. Material must not obstruct lids from closing.

	 •	 Put recycling collection containers at the curb or point of collection by 6 a.m. and remove them 
		  by 6 p.m. Place containers three feet from other containers, cars and obstacles.

	 •	 For missed collection call Environmental Services at (858) 694-7000 within 24 hours.
